PADUCAH, Ky., Oct. 11.— (AP) 
—An attack upon what he termed 
the “power combine” and a warn­ 
ing that people of a number of 
middle western and Southern states 
“are in great danger of being rob­ 
bed of their natural right* in w at­ 
erway development”“Were contain­ 
ed in an address 
here today by 
James E. Smith, president of the 
Mississippi Valley association, in 
the opening session 
of the Ohio 
Valley Improvement Associat'on. 
Smith said that “ a small group 
of grasping and merciless schem­ 
ers, known as the power combine 
are attempting to gobble up all the 
power prospects in the territory 
named, for the purpose of securing 
monopolistic control of the rights 
which now belong 
to the people 
and, when obtained, to sell 
the 
power back to these peope at 
ex- 
horbitant prices, will net millions 
upon millions of dollars. 
“The* wicked scheme 
is 
being 
worked out all over the United 
States,” he said. “These schemers 
who are deliberately planning to 
get control of many of our navi­ 
gable rivers, ¿are nothing about 
the waterways and, if allowed to 
do so, will build their dams and 
power plants rejgardless of the fact 
áüHo -whether or nolmavigátion of 
the river* is destroyed. 


“The methods employed by one 
of these scheming groups was gra­ 
phically. illustrated a few weeks 
ago when a committee of investi­ 
gation discovered 
the fact that 
large sums of money had 
been 
given to candidates of both politi­ 
cal parties in Illinois.

close resulted in a national scan­ 
dal.
